Session  I 

Ihe  first  session  ol  the  February  Pre-Long  Beach  auction  commences  with  American  Colonials,  Half 
Cents,  and  Large  Cents.  Included  are  a  splendid  run  of  early  date  Half  Cents  from  The  Ken  Seachman 
Collection,  including  die  varieties  —  a  collection  more  extensive  than  many  such  sets  offered  in  recent 
years.  Also  a  few  Proofs  from  the  1830s,  1840s,  and  1830s,  plus,  in  the  Large  Cents,  a  generous  assort¬ 
ment  ol  1793  dated  pieces  including  all  three  main  “Types”:  Chain,  Wreath,  and  Liberty  Cap,  plus  numer¬ 
ous  issues  in  the  Coronet  (1816-39)  period  by  die  variety.  We  offer  two  of  the  earliest  American  Colonial 
issues,  a  nice  Oak  Tree  Shilling  and  a  very  sharp  certified  Pine  Tree  Shilling,  among  other  pieces. 

Session  2 

Session  two  of  the  sale  includes  many,  many  Flying  Eagle,  Indian,  and  Lincoln  cents,  including  rarities  like 
1856,  1877,  1909-S  VDB,  along  with  a  variety  of  Proofs  of  all  three  Types.  In  the  nickel  series,  again,  sev¬ 
eral  outstanding  Proofs,  various  late-date  Jefferson  varieties  such  as  1943  Doubled  Dies,  the  ever-popular 
1937-D  3-legged  Buffalo  Nickels.  Topping  the  list  of  exciting  Three-cent  Nickel  coins,  a  nearly  complete 
date  run  of  PCGS  certified  Mint  States,  including  some  of  the  rarities  in  the  1880s  such  as  the  almost- 
impossible  to  find  1885  (a  number  of  which  are  included). 

Session  3 

Session  three  features  Silver  Dollars  and  Gold  Coinage.  There  is  literally  something  for  just  about  every¬ 
one  in  the  silver  dollar  category  —  from  Bust  to  Seated,  Trade,  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars.  Mention  can 
be  made  of  a  couple  of  very  elusive  Mint  State  65  Trade  Dollars  which  will  whet  anyone’s  appetite,  along 
with  a  generous  assortment  of  Proof-only  issues  from  the  1880s.  Among  Morgan  and  Peace  $1  issues, 
everything  from  colorfully  toned  common  dates  in  frosty  Uncirculated  to  many  semi-key  and  key  issues 
like  1879-CC,  1889-CC,  and  1893-0.  The  Peach  Set —  the  current  and  all  time  No.  1  Gold  Type  Set  in 
the  PCGS  Registry  —  kicks  off  a  fabulous  Gold  section,  which  also  includes  spectacular  rarities  in  all 
denominations.  Of  particular  note  is  the  ever  elusive  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  Stella  in  PCGS  graded  Proof 
66  Deep  Cameo,  and  a  nice  run  of  Proof  Indian  Quarter  Eagles  (1908  to  1915).  Other  extraordinary  rep¬ 
resentatives  include  multiple  lots  of  Matte  Proofs  of  the  various  Indian  and  Saint-Gaudens  styles,  earlier 
mirror-finish  Proofs,  key  dates  such  as  1795  Half  Eagles,  finest  knowns  in  the  realm  of  Mint  State  67  and 
68  quality,  some  nice  Territorial  gold  and  California  Fractional  gold  coins.  In  other  words,  an  almost 
heart-stopping  variety  of  great  coins,  the  true  connoisseur  pieces  of  American  numismatics!

Session  4 

In  Session  four,  we  reverse  direction  and  pick  up  the  remaining  silver  denominations  from  Half  Dimes  to 
Quarter  Dollars,  Half  Dollars  to  Pattern  coinage,  and  a  variety  of  oddities  and  curiosities.  Here,  the  ses¬ 
sion  starts  off  like  a  skyrocket  with  a  stunning  About  Uncirculated  1792  Half  Disme  (pronounced  “Diz- 
me”  by  many  collectors),  a  coin  that  is  considered  America  very  first  silver  coin  issue.  The  story  has  it  that 
none  other  than  President  George  Washington  supplied  the  silver  to  manufacture  these!  The  variety  and 
scope  of  this  session  should  please  every  collector,  young  or  old,  advanced  or  just  dipping  ones  toe  in  the 
water  for  the  first  time.  We  ought  not  forget  to  point  to  several  highly  demanding  1877  Pattern  half  dol¬ 
lars  consigned  to  the  Pattern  section.  These  as  experienced  numismatists  know,  are  the  creme  de  la  creme 
of  Pattern  coinage! 


Session  5 

The  last  session  commences  Tuesday  night  at  6  o’clock  with  a  fresh  run  of  Ancient  Coinage,  with  selec¬ 
tions  included  from  The  Kurt  A.  Oster  Collection.  Part  III  of  The  Russian  Classics  Collection  follows, 
with  some  of  the  finest  coins  from  Tsarist  Russia  —  many  assembled  from  some  of  the  biggest  auctions  of 
the  20th  century,  including  Hermitage  Duplicates,  1977  Swiss  Bank  Russland  (the  Soderman  collection), 
Virgil  Brand,  Tostoi,  Heibig,  Fuchs  and  Irving  Goodman.  The  sale  concludes  with  runs  of  World  Gold 
and  World  Crowns  &  Minors,  including  more  fresh  coins  from  The  Kurt  A.  Oster  Collection.

The  Kurt  A.  Oster  Collection 


Kurt  Oster,  cardiologist,  chemist,  researcher 
of  the  causes  of  atherosclerosis,  wonderful 
father  and  husband,  was  a  passionate  coin 
collector.  He  was  born  in  Cologne,  Germany 
in  1909,  fled  the  Hitler  regime  in  1937  and 
ultimately  lived  and  practiced  medicine  in 
Connecticut.  He  was  79  years  old  when  he 
died  of  kidney  failure.  His  collection  spanned 
23  plus  years  of  fascination  with  the  history,  geography,  and  art  of 
coins.  His  favorite  time  was  evenings  spent  with  his  reference  books 
and  magnifying  glass. 

Many  of  Dr.  Oster’s  coins  have  not  been  on  the  market  for  decades 
and  present  a  unique  bidding  opportunity  for  collectors  and  dealers 
alike.

The  fields  remain  completely  free  of  any  marks, 
hairlines,  friction  or  other  noticeable  detractions,  showing  no  actual  wear.  The  sharp  central  devices,  including  the  date  and  Pine  Tree  are  excellent  in  centering, 
with  virtually  all  of  the  legends  full  on  the  obverse,  the  reverse  is  completely  full.  Overall,  this  is  a  splendid  “PQ”  major  Guide  Book  listed  type  coin  with  excep¬ 
tional  strong  eye  appeal,  certainly  worthy  of  a  significant  premium  and  a  potential  increase  in  grade. 

The  Massachusetts  Silver  Pieces  were  the  first  silver  coins  struck  in  America.  An  oft-repeated  legend  has  it  that  their  maker,  John  Hull,  paid  his  daughter’s  dowry 
by  giving  her  weight  in  Massachusetts  Silver  coins!

The  center  of  the 
planchet  was  defective  and  granular,  resulting  in  suppressed  high  points  on 
the  obverse  and  an  area  of  voids  in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Otherwise,  the 
surfaces  are  superb,  extremely  glossy  and  a  choice,  chocolate  brown  color. 
On  balance,  the  quality  and  appearance  of  this  coin  are  quite  remarkable  and 
the  off-center  error  should  add  a  nice  premium.

Lovely  surfaces  and  color;  much  scarcer  than  the 
more  often  seen  plain  edge  type.  These  tokens  were  struck  in  England  about 
1792-94  during  the  token  collecting  craze  in  that  country.  Each  star  in  the 
triangle  represents  a  state,  identified  by  its  initial  letter.  Usually  called  Ken¬ 
tucky  Cents  because  the  letter  K  (for  Kentucky)  happens  to  be  at  the  top. 
Various  edge  lettering  devices  were  used.  (#617)

Glossy,  as  always,  and  a  part  of  the  Conder  series  of  English  tokens.  Talbot, 
Allum  &  Lee,  engaged  in  the  India  trade,  were  located  at  241  Pearl  Street, 
New  York.  They  placed  a  large  quantity  of  English-made  coppers  in  circula¬ 
tion  during  1794  and  1795.  ONE  CENT  appears  on  the  1794  issue,  and  the 
legend  PAYABLE  AT  THE  STORE  OF  on  the  edge.  The  denomination  is 
not  found  on  the  1795  reverse.  (#634)

Numerous  obverse  die  cracks,  as  made,  due  to  the  late  die  state  at  minting, 
being  mostly  around  the  legends.  Superb,  mark  free  hard  medium  chestnut 
brown  surfaces,  having  subdued  underlying  luster.  An  outstanding  quality 
example  of  this  major  Washington  type,  which  is  rarely  ever  seen  in  such 
superb  quality. 
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1023  1783  Washington  UNITY  STATES  Cent.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62. 

Luster  and  decent  detail  for  this  popular  Washington  piece.  An  interesting 
series  of  coins  and  tokens  dated  from  1783  to  1795  bear  the  portrait  of 
George  Washington,  America’s  1 1  th  President.  The  likeness  in  most  instances 
were  faithfully  reproduced  and  were  designed  to  honor  Washington,  the  most 
prestigious  man  in  the  formation  of  the  consolidated  colonies  that  became 
the  United  States  of  America. 

No,  your  cataloger  didn’t  stutter  and  strike  the  “1”  key  twice.  George  Wash¬ 
ington  was  indeed  the  1 1th  president  of  the  United  States.  He  was  the  first 
president  under  our  current  Constitution  (1789);  however,  there  were  10 
presidents  before  him  under  the  Articles  of  Confederation  that  served  one- 
year  terms.  Most  history  books  do  not  teach,  or  just  barely  mention  the  arti¬ 
cles  of  confederation.  The  articles  of  confederation  were  drawn  up  by  the  2nd 
Continental  Congress  after  the  declaration  ot  independence  was  written  by 
that  same  body.  It  took  until  1781  to  fully  ratify  the  articles  of  confederation 
due  to  boundary  disputes  between  the  separate  states.  The  British  army  sur¬ 
rendered  later  that  same  year  at  Yorktown.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
peace  treaty  with  the  British  was  actually  between  each  individual  state  and 
England.  A  total  of  13  individual  peace  treaties  were  signed  at  the  end  of  the 
American  Revolutionary  War.  (#689)

A  well 
struck  and  above-average  example  of  this  rarity.  Second  Reverse,  with  peri¬ 
ods  located  below  “68”  and  after  “People”  in  the  reverse  legend.  Obverse 
bust  of  Washington;  Obverse  legend  reads:  “George  Washington,  Esqr.  Late 
President  Late  President  of  the  United  States  of  America”;  Reverse:  “With 
Courage  /  And  Fidelity  /  He  Defended  The  /  Rights  /  Of  A  Free  People  / 
Died  Deer.  14,  1799  /  Aged  /  68"  and  around:  “Made  Commander  In  Chief 
OfThe  American  Forces  The  15  June  1775.”  Plain  Edge.  Gorgeous,  glossy- 
brown,  problem-free  surfaces.  A  rare,  very  historic,  early  Washington  Death 
medal,  especially  in  such  a  remarkably  fine  condition.

1026  1791  Washington  Large  Eagle  Cent.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red. 

The  surfaces  are  bright  with  reddish-orange  luster  and  show  none  of  the  mut¬ 
ing  often  seen  on  the  portrait,  Washington’s  wig,  and  especially  the  high  relief 
areas  of  the  wig,  the  curls  over  his  ear.  Impressive  in  the  extreme,  if  such  can 
be  said,  and  watch  bidders  react  when  its  turn  arrives!  (#720) 


1028  Washington  Before  Boston  Bronze  Medal.  Baker-48.  About  Uncirculat¬ 
ed  50.  Variety  with  4  hoofs  under  Washington’s  horse;  no  die  break  at  end  of 
wig’s  ponytail.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  early  victories  during  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  was  the  British  evacuation  of  Boston  on  March  17,  1776.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  harsh  winter  months  Henry  Knox  had  transported  a  number  of 
canon  from  Fort  Ticonderoga  in  western  New  York  to  Boston.  As  soon  as  this 
heavy  artillery  arrived  Washington  mounted  the  canons  on  Dorchester 
Heights  overlooking  the  city.  Under  the  threat  of  bombardment  the  British 
troops  quickly  fled,  making  Boston  the  first  major  city  liberated  from  British 
occupation.  Eight  days  later,  on  March  25,  1776,  the  Continental  Congress 
authorized  a  medal  to  commemorate  this  event.  This  famous  issue  was 
restruck  on  several  occasions  using  different  dies. 
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FIRST  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  ERA  MEDAL  WITH  THE 
NAME  “UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA”  AND  IN  SILVER  ! 


1029  1782  “Frisia  Recognizes  American  Independence”  Medal.  Struck  in  Sil¬ 

ver,  Choice  Prooflike  About  Uncirculated.  Betts  602.  44  mm.  Plain  edge. 
Prooflike  surfaces  with  light  iridescent  yellow  and  steel-blue  toning,  both 
obverse  and  reverse,  with  a  few  minor  edge  bumps  and  dings.  Overall,  a  very 
attractive  specimen.  By  B.C.V.  Calker.  This  was  the  first  medallic  appear¬ 
ance,  albeit  in  Dutch,  of  the  name  “UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA”. 
The  obverse  shows  a  Frisian  warrior  clasping  hands  with  an  Indian  princess 
holding  a  shield.  Rejected  at  right  is  a  figure  of  Britannia,  a  leopard,  and  a 
viper  in  the  grass.  The  reverse  has  a  multi-line  inscription  of  the  Leeuwarden 
Society  for  Freedom  and  Glory.  This  medal  commemorates  the  recognition 
of  American  Independence  by  the  Dutch  state  of  Friesland.  A  most  historic, 
scarce,  Revolutionary  War  Period  medal. 


1030  (1815-1820)  Washington  Double  Head  Cent  Breen-1204  FI  5.  Attrac¬ 

tive  glossy  medium  brown.  The  surfaces  are  smooth,  free  of  any  defects.  A 
choice  example  for  the  grade. 


ORIGINAL  JAMES  MONROE  INDIAN  PEACE  MEDAL 

1031  1817  James  Monroe  Indian  Peace  Medal  in  Bronze.  Choice  Uncirculated. 

Julian  IP-8,  76  mm,  struck  at  the  United  States  Mint  from  the  Original  dies 
engraved  by  Moritz  Furst  (not  the  replacement  die  from  1846).  Bright, 
Prooflike  fields  and  a  rich,  mahogany-brown  color.

Otherwise  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  smooth  and  free  of  defects.  Glossy  medium  brown  with  darker  steel 
brown  highpoints.  An  acceptable  example  of  this  popular  half  cent  token, 
which  is  often  collected  as  part  of  the  Federal  Half  Cent  series. 

Pair  of  1837  Hard  Times  Tokens,  EF40  and  VF20.  The  EF40  is  choice 
glossy  medium  brown  and  chocolate  while  the  VF20  is  sharper  but  recolored. 
Similar  “Millions  for  Defense”  types  but  different  dies.  Lot  of  2  coins.

Dies  by  John  G.  Chapman  and  John 
Reich.  The  obverse  has  an  extremely  high-relief  portrait  of  Polk;  the  reverse 
shows  the  usual  clasped  hands  and  crossed  pipes  design  that  was  “de  rigueur” 
in  the  from  1 809-1849.

Julian  MI-24,  struck  at  the  United  States  Mint.  Trivial  cabinet  friction  on 
the  highest  points  of  Taylor’s  hair.  Otherwise,  the  surfaces  are  perfect  and 
unimpaired.  Obv;  Naked  bust  of  Zachary  Taylor,  “MAJOR  GENERAL 
ZACHARY  TAYLOR”  above,  “RESOLUTION  OF  CONGRESS  MAY  9, 
1848”  and  wreath  below.  Rev:  Two  rattlesnakes  joined  at  the  heads  and  tails, 
encircling  a  battle  scene,  “BUENA  VISTA  FEB.  22  &  23.  1847”  above, 
wreath  below.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  medals  ever  produced  by  the  Mint 
and  the  quality  of  the  die  work  is  generally  considered  to  be  superior  because 
it  was  produced  by  an  artist  (Charles  Cushing  Wright)  outside  the  Mint. 
Rare  -  only  the  fourth  example  we’ve  ever  offered.

1039  Pair  of  Revolutionary  War  Uniform  Buttons  in  Pewter.  The  first  is  Very 
Fine  but  covered  with  fine  corrosion  and  crusted  verdigris  from  being  buried. 
The  “USA”  logo  design  is  complete  and  strong  (same  logo  as  the  one  found 
on  the  famous  “Bar”  cent  of  circa  1785).  The  second  is  similar  but  more 
heavily  corroded  and  grades  perhaps  VG  to  Fine.  The  “USA”  logo  on  the 
second  one  is  complete  but  the  “U”  is  weak.  An  interesting  pair  of  US  Rev¬ 
olutionary  War  items.  Lot  of  2  pieces.

(Philsdelphia  was  occupied  by  British  troops).  Last  use  of  UNITED 
COLONIES  as  motto.  Scarce! 

1043  Pennsylvania  6  Pence  April  10,  1777.  Fine.  A  clean  note  for  the  grade, 
with  three  broad  margins  and  no  stains  or  damage.  A  clear  centerfold  plus 
two  much  lighter  quarter  folds  above  and  below  the  centerfold.  I  he  signa¬ 
ture  is  weak  but  present,  and  the  serial  number  is  readable  in  spite  of  minor 
bleeding.

The  proof  nickels  of  1936  and  1937  were,  like  othetl 
denominations,  sold  individually.  The  cost  of  a  proof  buffalo  nickel  from  thesH 
years  was  20  cents,  plus  8  cents  for  postage,  Fhcse  latter  two  dates  were  deli'  ! 
ered  in  cellophane  bags  or  sleeves,  folded  and  stapled  at  their  open  end.  I  hd 
toning  effects  that  could  result  from  such  storage  were  still  unpredictable,  bud 
their  progress  was  usually  much  slower.

1794  Flowing  Hair.  Bolender-1.  Detail  of  About  Uncirculated  50  Net  grade  Extremely  Fine  40.  This  smartly  struck  example  which  has  excellent  hair  defi¬ 
nition  has,  unfortunately,  been  lightly  cleaned  long  ago,  and  probably  won’t  grade  at  a  major  service  (although  we’ve  seen  many  common  date  bust  dollars  with 
greater  problems  in  PCGS  or  NGC  holders).  It’s  fame  is  legendary  among  collectors  of  this  country.  In  fact,  so  early  as  1794,  visitors  to  America  from  Great 
Britain  found  time  to  take  back  a  few  Mint  State  1794  dollars  as  souvenirs.  A  well-documented  rarity.  Typical  weakness  is  found  along  the  stars  at  left  although 
the  date  digits  are  very  sharp  for  the  issue.  On  the  reverse,  the  same  faint  detail  occurs  with  portions  of  UNITED  STATES  although  inward  from  this  region,  the 
main  device  of  the  eagle  with  its  outlining  wreath  are  quite  sharp  (#6851) 


IMPRESSIVE  1794  FLOWING  HAIR  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1794  Flowing  Hair.  Bolendcr-1.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  25.  Fight  to  medium  “antique  gray”  patina  overall;  excellent  rims.  Normal  weak  hair  definition  from 
strike  as  well  as  rare,  l  or  obvious  reasons  that  no  person  can  ever  change,  silver  dollars  from  1794  are  rarely  offered  at  public  auction,  and  the  demand  for  these 
exceeds  the  available  supply,  hence  the  continually  rising  price  level.  This  impressive  coin  shows  minor  roughness  in  areas  of  the  field  but  is  generally  smooth  and 
has  obviously  been  in  collectors’  possession  for  decades,  if  not  more  than  a  century!  All  known  strikes  of  this  famous  issue  were  made  on  October  15,  1794.  The 
designs  were  by  Robert  Scot,  born  in  England,  who  also  personally  cut  the  dies.  All  silver  specimens  known  show  weakness  in  the  strike  at  the  left  obverse  and 
reverse  due  to  skewing  of  the  dies;  the  unique  copper  specimen  with  lettered  edge,  apparently  intended  as  a  Proof  or  Pattern,  does  not  show  this  skewing  and 
therefore  may  have  been  struck  first  or  on  a  separate  occasion.  It  is  possible  that  a  few  silver  strikes  were  made  before  the  skewing  occurred  and  thus  would  have 
i  ill  aril  at  tie  li  lt  sides,  but  we  cannot  recall  having  seen  any,  nor  do  we  have  any  record  of  sale  of  such  a  spec  imen.  (#6851)

The  mintages  were  small  throughout  1794-1803  because  little  demand  exist¬ 
ed  domestically  for  silver  dollars.  The  first  United  States  Mint  struck  coins  to 
order,  for  the  most  part.  Bankers  and  others  deposited  silver  and  gold  with 
the  Mint,  which  the  Mint’s  workers  turned  into  coinage  and  then  delivered 
to  the  owners  of  the  precious  metals. 

Those  depositing  silver  with  the  Mint  in  those  first  years  has  a  preference  for 
the  more  convenient  half  dollars  to  the  silver  dollars,  ordering  more  of  the 
smaller  denomination  than  the  larger.  As  best  as  we  can  understand,  the  sil¬ 
ver  was  too  large  for  small  transactions  but  too  small  for  convenient  trans¬ 
portation  or  storage  of  large  sums.  Many  1794-1803  eagles  were  melted. 

Striking  silver  dollars  that  were  only  going  to  be  melted  (or  exported)  was 
wasteful  of  the  Mint’s  production  capacity.  Production  of  this  denomination 
ceased  after  1803,  possibly  under  the  orders  of  President  Jefferson.  The  halt 
in  production  for  the  silver  dollar  proved  more  than  temporary.  It  wouldn’t 
be  struck  for  circulation  again  until  1840,  at  the  second  Philadelphia  Mint.

Western  mine  owners,  however,  could  satisfy 
their  profits  by  a  resumption  in  Silver  Dollar  production  so  no  longer  pound¬ 
ed  the  drum  for  the  mint  to  strike  more  Trade  Dollars.  Since  the  Trade  Dol¬ 
lar  proved  to  be  a  failure  in  domestic  channels,  the  government  in  Washing¬ 
ton  halted  production  at  the  branch  mints  in  1878,  and  the  final  proofs  coins 
were  delivered  in  1883. 

With  a  sizeable  original  mintage  of  4.1  million  coins,  the  1878-S  is  among 
the  more  frequently  encountered  Trade  Dollars  in  today’s  market.  But  as  we 
.rated  above  ( ,ems  are  far  scarcer  than  many  would  suppose.  (#7048)

Now,  the  same  quota  shrunk  to  about  two 
weeks’  work  under  the  new  regime.  Making  matters  worse,  dies  unpre- 
dictably  shattered  after  very  little  use  in  the  coin  presses,  and  the  mint  appa¬ 
ratus  itself  was  notorious  for  malfunctioning.  Stir  into  this  soup  kettle  the 
fact  that  the  Morgan  dollar  was  a  new  design  that  initially  had  unknown 
striking  characteristics,  and  the  outcome  was  vastly  lowered  production  fig¬ 
ures  for  many  of  the  dies.

There  is  a  very  sharp  delineation  between 
the  Morgan  dollar  field  and  the  design  and  lettering  due  to  the  basininy 
process.

A  couple  of  bags  of  1893-0  dollars 
were  paid  out  at  face  value  from  the  Cash  Room  of  the  Treasury  department 
from  about  the  late  1940s  to  the  mid-1950s,  according  to  Bowers.  These  may 
have  been  released  a  few  coins  at  a  time,  rather  than  in  intact  1,000-coin 
bags.  These  provided  the  source  for  dealer’s  stocks  for  years,  but  apparently 
there  is  no  record  of  bags  of  1893-0  being  included  in  the  1962-64  Treasury

The  gold  was  recoined  into  large  head  (post-1856)  Indian  head  gold  dollars, 
as  well  as  Coronet  quarter  eagles  and  double  eagles. 

Eight  years  prior  to  this  mass  obliteration  in  1861,  Mint  Director  James  Ross 
Snowden,  who  had  just  taken  over  as  head  of  the  Mint,  concluded  that  the 
nation’s  coinage  needed  a  major  design  overhaul. 

“One  of  the  prime  targets  was  the  gold  dollar,  which  was  proportionately 
small  and  thicker  for  its  weight  than  he  felt  it  should  be,”  according  to  Wal¬ 
ter  Breen’s  Complete  Encyclopedia  ofU.S.  and  Colonial  Coins.  “At  Snowden's 
request,  Longacre  made  the  original  dies  of  the  $3  piece  broader  than  origi¬ 
nally  planned  to  minimize  any  chance  that  the  new  coins  could  be  mistaken 
for  either  quarter  eagles  or  half  eagles.  The  result  was  technically  satisfactory 
enough  that  Snowden  then  requested  Longacre  to  follow  the  same  propor¬ 
tions  in  redesigning  the  gold  dollars.” 

The  diameter  of  the  Type  2  gold  dollars  of  1854-56  was  expanded  from  13 
millimeters  for  the  Coronet  head  to  14.86  mm  for  the  Indian  head.  The  first 
examples  of  the  new  dollar  were  struck  beginning  in  August  1854.  The 
weight  remained  at  1.67  grams  and  the  purity  at  90  percent  gold.  10  percent 
copper  and  silver.  The  head  of  the  Indian  maiden  was  made  narrower,  and  in 
a  relief  that  was  above  what  was  usual  (which,  it  soon  turned  out,  was  a  mis¬ 
take).  The  obverse  displayed  the  statutory  words  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  replacing  the  13  six-pointed  stars.  According  to  Breen,  the  head 
ol  the  Indian  princess  with  plumed  headdress  did  not  represent  am  actual 
Native  American.  “Longacre  used  this  head  in  over  a  dozen  different  con¬ 
texts,  altering  headdress  according  to  fancy.

This  $4  gold  Stella  thickness  would  not  have  been  the  exact  mid-point  between  three-dollar  and  half  eagle  thickness,  as  some  have  supposed,  due  to  minotl 
density  differences  between  standard  90%  gold  and  metric  alloy.  Also,  there  are  different  diameters  between  those  two  denominations. 

We  arc  not  certain  of  the  pedigree  of  this  delightful  coin,  but  perhaps  careful  examination  of  past  auctions  will  discover  some  of  the  past  great  collections  where* 
it  resided  Provenance  of  these  Stellas  is  very  difficult  as  they  have  very  few  unique  characteristics  which  arc  described  in  older  auction  catalogs.  In  many  instances* 
a  topper  spot  is  used  to  identify  a  specimen,  then  that  coin  will  be  run  through  a  professional  cleaning  process  at  some  point  later,  and  the  spot  will  disappear.)

The  Star  sharply  impressed  by 
the  dies  so  that  the  tiny  edging  of  incuse  dots  shows  plainly.  This  intriguing 
denomination  never  made  it  to  the  production  stage,  remaining  a  Pattern  but 
with  increased  mintage  so  that  all  of  America’s  congressmen  could  be  sup¬ 
plied  one  as  a  sinecure  of  office  and  to  show  off  the  proposal.  What  propos¬ 
al?  Why,  to  have  America’s  gold  coinage  become  part  of  a  coinage  union  with 
the  various  European  powers  of  the  time  in  the  form  of  a  metric  series  of 
coins.  Hence,  the  curious  denomination. 

The  Flowing  Hair  design  by  Charles  E.  Barber  is  said  to  have  been  inspired 
by  his  father’s  (mint  engraver  William  Barber)  proposed  1878  composition 
for  the  Half  Eagle  (Judd- 1574)  in  which  Liberty  wears  a  cap  over  long,  flow¬ 
ing  tresses.  The  cap  was  dropped,  the  long  hair  retained  in  Charles  Barber’s 
treatment.  The  number  of  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  was  reported  to  be  425 
by  Mint  authorities,  but  our  estimate  of  the  actual  production  is  more  due  to

The  1795  half  eagle  represents  the  first  denomination  of  gold  coins  produced 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  with  the  deliveries  taking  place  in  mid-summer  of 
that  year,  later  followed  by  deliveries  of  the  $10  gold  eagle,  and  in  1796  by 
the  quarter  eagle.  The  mintage  for  the  1795-dated  half  eagle  is  not  known, 
although  for  the  calendar  year  some  8,707  were  recorded.  However,  it  seems 
that  1795-dated  obverse  dies  were  used  at  later  dates,  including  one  used  as 
late  as  1798,  so  the  true  figure  will  never  be  known.  Probably  the  number  was 
on  the  long  side  of  10,000.  For  so  low  a  number,  yet  multiple  dies  were  used, 
creating  a  very  interesting  array  of  obverse  and  reverse  combinations.

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IMPOSING  “HERALDIC  EAGLE”  1795  HALF  EAGLE 


3481  1795  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  rare  and  unusual  coin  that  was  actually  believes  to  have  been  struck  sometime  in  1798  in  spite 

of  the  date  on  the  obverse!  First  of  all,  the  field  of  stars  over  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  shows  16  stars,  as  we  know,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  kept  adding  stars  to  coins 
as  states  joined  the  union,  hence  from  1794  through  June  1,  1796  all  silver  and  gold  coins  should  show  15  stars  to  represent  the  states  of  the  union.  On  June  1. 
1796,  Tennessee  joined,  making  a  total  of  16  states,  and  hence  16  stars.  Therefore,  we  know  that  this  reverse  die  was  engraved  sometime  after  June  ot  1796.  In 
addition,  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse  design  was  finally  adapted  in  1796  at  a  time  when  the  Mint  had  decided  to  stop  adding  stars  every  time  a  new  state  joined  the 
union,  as  they  were  simply  squeezing  too  many  in  to  the  space  available  (also  some  of  the  Mint’s  employees  seemed  to  have  trouble  counting  that  high,  as  numer¬ 
ous  oddities  in  the  star  count  occur  in  various  denominations).  Along  with  the  1798  small  eagle  reverse,  this  is  one  of  the  most  curious  die  combinations  to  come 
out  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  a  great  rariry  in  AU58  condition.  The  coin  itself  is  carefully  placed  in  NGC’s  holder  1847581-01 1.  Once  it  sells,  it  will  likely 
grace  a  high  end  set  of  American  gold  classics  or  rarities.  (#8066) 

The  circumstances  for  this  issue  may  never  he  fully  unravelled,  but  they  are  regarded  as  an  emergency  emission  of  sorts  along  with  the  1798  small  eagle  reverse 
half  eagle  Apparently  no  current  dies  were  available,  and  as  these  older  dies  were  still  serviceable,  they  were  pressed  in  to  service.  As  alluded  to  above,  it  is  believed 
by  experts  in  the  half  eagle  scries  that  these  were  struck  in  1798. 

Always  famous  and  in  high  demand,  the  heraldic  eagle  reverse  1795  half  eagle  has  long  been  a  coveted  by  numismatists..

During  a  stop  in  Milwaukee  on  his  1912  “Bull  Moose”  campaign  for  the  presidency,  the  year  of  this  remarkable  Indian  head  half  eagle,  ex  President  and  now 
candidate  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  shot  at  close  range  by  John  Schrank,  a  psychotic  New  York  saloonkeeper.  Schrank  had  his  .38  caliber  pistol  aimed  at  Roo¬ 
sevelt’s  head,  but  a  bystander  saw  the  gun  and  deflected  Schrank’s  arm  just  as  the  trigger  was  pulled.  Roosevelt  did  not  realize  he  was  hit  until  someone  noticed  a 
hole  in  his  overcoat.  When  Roosevelt  reached  inside  his  coat,  he  found  blood  on  his  fingers. 

Roosevelt  was  extremely  lucky.  He  had  the  manuscript  of  a  long,  50-page  speech  in  his  coat  pocket,  folded  in  two,  and  the  bullet  was  no  doubt  slowed  as  it  passed 
through  it.  He  also  had  a  steel  spectacle  case  in  his  pocket,  and  the  bullet  traversed  this,  too,  before  entering  Roosevelt’s  chest  near  the  right  nipple.  Thus,  one 
could  say  that  Roosevelt’s  long-windedness  and  myopia  saved  his  life! 

Although  the  bullet  traveled  superiorly  and  medially  for  about  3  inches  after  breaking  the  skin,  it  lodged  in  the  chest  wall,  without  entering  the  pleural  space. 
Roosevelt  was  examined  in  a  Milwaukee  hospital,  (where  he  reluctantly  allowed  the  surgeons  to  administer  an  injection  of  tetanus  anti-toxin),  and  then  was 
observed  for  8  days  in  a  Chicago  hospital.  He  was  discharged  on  October  23,  1912  —  only  a  few  days  before  the  election.  The  bullet  had  effectively  stopped 
Roosevelt’s  campaign.  He  finished  second  to  Woodrow  Wilson,  but  ahead  of  the  incumbent  President,  William  Howard  Taft.  The  bullet  was  never  removed,  and 
caused  no  difficulty  after  the  wound  healed. 

The  assassin’s  bullet  played  an  unique  role  in  the  Presidential  career  of  Theodore  Roosevelt.  He  became  president  when  McKinley  was  shot...  and  his  efforts  to 
regain  the  presidency  from  Taft  in  the  campaign  of  1912  ended  for  all  practical  purposes  in  Milwaukee  with  his  own  attempted  assassination. 

Roosevelt  had  clearly  thought  about  what  he  would  do  if  confronted  by  an  assassin. 

Once,  while  discussing  McKinley’s  assassination  with  reporters,  he  implied  that  if  it  had  been  he  instead  of  McKinley,  he  would  have  shot  back.  Roosevelt,  in  fact, 
was  known  to  carry  a  gun  on  occasion  during  his  presidency. 

•  Once  while  he  was  walking  across  the  White  House  lawn,  his  suitcoat  flapping  in  the  breeze,  cavalrymen  standing  nearby  glimpsed  the  butt  of  a  revolver 
sticking  out  of  his  inside  pocket. 

•  On  another  occasion,  while  visiting  St.  Paul,  the  President  and  Samuel  Van  Sant,  governor  of  Minnesota,  accidentally  exchanged  overcoats.  Van  Sant 
found  a  pistol  in  Roosevelt’s  coat  pocket. 

•  On  still  another  occasion,  Roosevelt  was  in  Washington,  DC,  dedicating  a  Masonic  temple.  When  he  opened  his  suitcoat  to  take  a  handkerchief  from 
his  pocket,  the  audience  saw  the  butt  of  a  revolver  sticking  out  of  his  hip  pocket. 

However,  when  the  would-be  assassin  finally  struck,  Roosevelt  was  not  carrying  a  gun. 

Schrank,  who  had  stalked  Roosevelt  all  over  the  country,  was  never  tried  for  the  assault.  He  said  he  was  motivated  to  shoot  Roosevelt  after  a  dream: 

I  saw  President  McKinley  sit  up  in  his  coffin  pointing  at  a  man  in  monk’s  attire  in  whom  I  recognized  Theodore  Roosevelt.  The  dead  president  said,  1  his  is  m\ 
murderer,  avenge  my  death.” 

Schrank  was  committed  to  a  state  hospital  in  Wisconsin,  where  he  remained  until  his  death  in  1943  at  age  67.  In  more  than  30  years  of  confinement,  he  never 
received  a  visitor  or  a  letter.

Uncir¬ 
culated  coins  exist,  mostly  at  the  lower  end  of  the  spectrum,  some  likely  to 
be  evaluated  as  high-end  About  Uncirculated  pieces  by  some  observers.  Per¬ 
haps  the  finest  known  is  the  choice  (Mint  State  63)  Dallas  Bank  Collection

side  has  a  deep  yellow-gold  fields  surrounding  orange-gold  color  frosted 
devices,  the  ultimate  in  condition  for  a  Proof  65  and  suggesting  an  even  high¬ 
er  grade. 

Proof  gold  coins  are  famous  for  their  “orange  peel"  surfaces.  After  the  dies  are 
hubbed  and  the  date  is  applied,  the  die  is  given  multiple  polishes  with  pro¬ 
gressively  finer  and  finer  polish.  The  last  polish  given  to  the  dies  prior  to  being 
hardened  gives  the  field  a  surface  quite  like  a  mirror.  This  is  the  deepest  mir¬ 
ror  attainable  on  the  dies.  When  the  die  is  hardened,  the  metal  shrinks  slight¬ 
ly  creating  a  wavy  effect  on  the  polished  surfaces.  It  looks  somewhat  like  the 
surface  of  an  orange.  When  you  see  orange  peel  on  a  proof  issue  you  can  be 
sure  that  it  is  one  of  the  first  examples  struck  from  those  dies.  Later  polishing 
to  the  already  hardened  dies  will  produce  a  flatter  and  shallower  mirror.

harm  the  coins  satiny  originality.  If  you  have  been  hankering  for  a  first  class  example  of  America’s  most  illustrious  gold  coin,  you  will  want  to  ready  a  bid  for  this 
High  Relief.  (Coin  is  housed  in  one  of  the  earlier  style  I’CGS  holder  in  which  the  insert  tag  is  green  colored.) 

As  was  true  of  the  1907  Indian  designs  for  the  Eagle,  the  present  design  was  the  result  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt’s  coordination  with  Augustus  Saint-Gau- 
dens,  America’s  premier  sculptor  at  the  time,  it  was  originally  proposed  that  the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  be  redesigned,  from  the  lowly  One-cent 
piece  through  the  noble  Double  Eagle.  In  correspondence,  Saint-Gaudens  felt  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent  was  the  finest  motif  found  on  any  American  coin, 
which  is  probably  the  reason  he  chose  a  similar  eagle  for  his  High  Relief  reverse. 

Giving  his  artistic  expression  full  rein,  the  sculptor  had  the  date  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII  —  a  first  on  an  American  coin  design  —  and  the  designs  them¬ 
selves  in  sculpture-like  high  relief.  The  mint's  staff  objected  forcefully,  as  those  in  Philadelphia  felt  that  coinage  designs  were  their  franchise  and  it  was  unfair  for 
the  President  to  enlist  the  aid  of  an  outsider  to  create  new  models.  Apart  from  that,  the  engraving  department  at  the  Mint  made  is  clear  that  Saint-Gaudens’  idea 
of  producing  a  circulating  coinage  in  high  relief  was  impractical,  for  such  would  require  multiple  blows  on  a  special  press  and  would  not  be  suitable  for  high¬ 
speed  production. 

Annoyed  at  this  stonewalling,  Roosevelt  said  that  he  did  not  care  what  the  Mint  thought,  and  if  only  one  Double  Eagle  could  be  struck  per  day  then  that  is  the 
way  it  would  be!  Roosevelt  prevailed  and  the  MCMVII  High  Reliefs  were  slowly  and  carefully  struck  on  a  medal  press.  The  production  was  considerably  more 
than  the  fanciful  one  per  day,  and  over  a  period  of  weeks  some  1 1,250  pieces  were  made;  but  each  had  to  be  done  by  the  personal  attention  of  a  press  operator 
and  required  three  to  five  separate  blows,  the  process  used  to  make  medals. 

In  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint-Gaudens,  who  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  time,  took  a  turn  for  the  worse,  and  in  August  he  died.  Ironically,  he  never  lived 
to  see  examples  of  his  own  Double  Eagle  design.  After  Roosevelt  had  been  appeased  by  the  striking  of  1 1,250  High  Relief  coins,  the  Mint  obtained  permission 
to  revise  its  design,  wherein  the  relief  was  lowered,  the  Roman  numerals  eliminated,  and  more  familiar  numeral  punches  used  for  the  date.  This  was  amenable  to 
high-speed  production  and  from  then  to  the  end  of  the  series  in  1933  Double  Eagles  were  so  made. 

loday,  the  MCMVII  issues  of  1907  are  highly  cherished  by  collectors  and  are  among  the  favorites  in  all  American  numismatics.  When  the  Treasury  Department 
proposed  issuing  new  gold  bullion  coins  in  1986,  no  finer  design  could  be  devised  than  to  recreate  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  80-year-old  design.  The  mint  even 
incorporated  the  Roman  numerals.  (#9135)

ed  Mint  State  64.  There  are  numerous  issues  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  Double 
Eagle  series  of  1907-1933  for  which  the  original  mintage  is  completely 
worthless  in  assessing  the  rarity  of  surviving  examples.  Take  for  example  the 
1907.  According  to  federal  records,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  delivered  a  gener¬ 
ous  total  of  12,300  —  give  or  take  a  few  (opinions  vary  —  Double  Eagles 
that  year.  This  mintage  figure  is  similar  to  that  none  of  the  other  issues  in  the 
series.  Yet  the  1907  is  one  of  the  more  available  issues  (at  a  price)  in  the  U.S. 
20th  century  gold  series.  Apparently,  the  1907  was  not  kept  as  a  souvenir  in 
significant  numbers  before  President  Roosevelt  was  overridden  by  the  Mint 
and  the  lower  relief  1 907s  issued  later  that  year.  As  far  as  we  know,  no  1 907 
High  Reliefs  were  ever  exported;  none  turned  up  in  the  gold  hoards  of  the 
1960s,  1970s  and  1980s. 

In  terms  of  total  number  of  coins  extant  among  High  Relief  Saint-Gaudens 
Twenties,  the  1907  is  pretty  well  represented  in  the  population  numbers.  But 
that  doesn’t  matter  since  this  coin,  unlike  any  other  date,  has  a  story  behind 
it  worth  a  million  bucks  and  thousands  of  gushing  words.  Watch  the  action 
when  this  coin  sells!  (#9135)

Mintage  of  the  High 
Relief  coins  totaled  11,250  struck  in  November  and  December,  1907.  Wire- 
edge  examples  are  much  more  plentiful  than  those  with  flat  rim,  with  an 
approximate  three  to  one  ratio  although  few  collectors  distinguish  between 
them  when  choosing  a  specimen  to  include  in  their  set  of  gold  coins.  To  bor¬ 
row  from  one  of  our  competitors,  this  lovely  coin  has  “fulsome  mint  frost  and 
pulsating  yellow-gold  to  orange-gold  color.”  (One  almost  pictures  it  inflating 
and  deflating  like  a  living,  breathing  organism  with  that  fulsome  descrip¬

Rounding  out  the  first  decade  of  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles,  the  1916-S  is 
readily  available  in  Mint  State,  MS60  through  MS65,  but  not  all  have  good 
eye  appeal.  Some  searching  may  be  needed  to  find  a  choice  example.  The 
1916-S  represents  the  only  double  eagle  issue  of  this  year  and  also  the  only 
coin  of  this  denomination  minted  from  this  point  until  coinage  resumed  in 
1 920.  At  the  time,  within  the  United  States,  double  eagles  were  hardly  ever 
seen  in  circulation  after  about  1916-7,  except  perhaps  in  remote  towns  in  the 
interior  of  the  American  West.  The  $20  gold  piece  was  mainly  relegated  to 
the  status  of  an  international  trade  coin,  although  millions  of  other  gold 
coins  were  kept  in  Treasury  Department  vaults  as  backing  for  Gold  Certifi¬

At  first  glance,  the  1924-D  double  eagle  does  not  appear  to  be  a  rarity.  More  than  3  million  pieces  were  struck,  a  representative  total  for  this  series.  As  many  of 
these  coins  were  melted,  though,  this  issue  ranks  among  the  semi-key  dates  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series.  From  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  coins  known,

In  the  context  of  the  1920s  the  production  for  Denver  in  1926  was  rather 
attenuated,  just  48 1 ,000  pieces.  It  is  likely  that  of  these,  few  were  actually  dis¬ 
tributed  into  the  marketplace,  perhaps  1 ,000  or  so.  Today,  the  population  is 
more  in  the  range  of  300  to  450  pieces,  making  it  a  rarity.  Years  ago,  only  a 
few  dozen  were  known,  and  much  lineage  was  expended  on  extolling  the 
fame  of  the  1926-D.  Catalogs  from  the  late  1940s  and  early  1950s  provide 
enjoyable  reading  in  this  regard,  and  enforce  an  appreciation  for  this  won¬

HIGH  GRADE  1792  HALF  DISME 


1792  Half  Disme.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  For  generations  the  ownership  of  a  1792  half  disme  has  been  a  badge  of  distinction  for  advanced  col¬ 
lectors.  The  majority  of  surviving  pieces  are  well  worn,  with  a  small  number  grading  nice  About  Uncirculated  like  the  present  offering,  and  perhaps  a  dozen  or 
two  in  choice  Mint  State. 

While  Judd  and  many  others  considered  the  1792  Half  Disme  to  be  a  pattern,  there  are  those  who  cite  President  Washington’s  famous  letter  of  1792  assigning  it 
official  status  as  a  circulating  coin:  “There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  atten¬ 
tion  to  them.  Whichever  camp  you  are  in,  numismatic  purists  have  yearned  to  one  of  these  delightful  ties  to  our  fledgling  nationhood  for  over  150  years. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  these  pieces  were  made  for  circulation.  The  utilitarian  nature  of  the  pieces  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  with  just  a 
handful  of  exceptions,  pieces  in  existence  today  show  wear,  often  extensive.  Indeed,  the  piece  offered  here  is  remarkable  for  having  only  slight  wear. 

Returning  to  the  present  offering,  housed  in  NGC  holder  1891 126-001,  the  obverse  is  a  pleasing  light  silver  gray,  with  the  features  quite  well  struck,  save  for 
some  slight  lightness  above  the  ear,  this  being  typical.  What  seem  to  be  small  lines  before  the  ear  are  in  actuality  raised  in  the  die.  On  the  reverse  the  eagle,  seem¬ 
ingly  flying  in  an  awkward  position,  is  fairly  well  detailed  save  for  the  very  highest  areas,  the  general  appearance  being  typical  of  other  examples,  including  those 
in  higher  grades.  The  surfaces  are  silvery  with  gold  and  a  few  hints  of  blue,  the  entire  arrangement  being  very  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  centering  is  a  trifle  off,  to 
6:00  or  so,  not  at  all  unusual  for  this  issue.  Few  identifying  marks  are  noted,  which  is  unusual  as  many  specimens  show  contact  points  ranging  from  abrasions  to 
holes  —  a  faint  die  crack  crosses  through  the  left  wing  tip. 

A  classic  rarity  and  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  sale.  While  1792  half  dismes  have  been  popular  among  collectors  since  time  immemorial,  demand  increased  great¬ 
ly  in  recent  years,  as  true  for  low-grade  pieces  as  it  is  for  this  coin  of  museum-level  quality.  As  recently  as  November  2004,  a  PCGS  AU58  graded  example  of  this 
great  rarity  realized  $218,500  in  an  American  Numismatic  Rarities  sale  (Lot  469).  If  you  compare  that  specimen  with  this  lovely  AU55,  the  difference  in  surface 
and  strike  is  so  slight  as  to  be  for  all  intents  and  purposes  the  same! 

Design:  Obverse  with  portrait  of  Liberty,  model  or  inspiration  unknown,  but  similar  in  features  to  that  depicted  on  the  famous  Birch  patterns  of  1792.  Sur¬ 
rounding  is  the  inscription  LIB. PAR.  OF  SCIENCE  AND  INDUSTRY.  Dentils  are  around  the  border.  On  the  reverse  an  eagle  is  seen  flying  upward  to  the  left. 
The  abbreviated  inscription  UNI  STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds.  A  curious  feature,  an  abbreviation  similar  in  concept  to  the  AMERI.  cent.  Below  is  the 
denomination  in  two  lines,  HALF  /  DISME,  five-pointed  star  below. 

Designer:  Unknown,  but  probably  Birch,  first  name  not  verified,  but  possibly  Robert  Birch,  although  William  Birch  has  been  suggested  by  Walter  Breen  and 
others.  There  were  multiple  Birches  active  as  artists  and  engravers  (primarily  on  metal  plates)  in  England  and  Philadelphia  at  the  time.  Certain  patterns  are  signed 
BIRCH,  and  as  the  features  of  the  present  half  disme  are  similar,  it  seems  fair  to  ascribe  them  to  this  individual.  (#11020) 

A  cute  side  note  to  the  history  of  the  1792  Half  Disme:  In  1883  Newlin’s  monograph,  A  Classification  of  the  Early  Half-Dimes  of  the  United  States  with  a  Few 
Remarks  on  Their  Types,  Varieties,  Rarity,  Etc.,  Etc.,  was  published  in  Philadelphia  by  dealer  J.W.  Haseltine.  For  the  1792  he  stated  this: 

“It  is,  I  believe,  generally  conceded  by  numismatists,  that  the  first  regular  coinage  of  the  United  States  Mint  was  in  1793  —  consisting  of  the  copper  cent  and 
half  cent.  This  belief  would  seem  to  exclude  the  1792  half  dime,  known  as  the  Martha  Washington  half  disme,  from  the  regular  series,  and  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  considered  a  pattern  piece,  not  intended  for  general  circulation  and  struck  before  the  regular  series  commenced.  Without  desiring  to  place  myself  in  direct 
opposition  to  this  accepted  opinion,  I  would  simply  say  that  having  studied  the  history  of  the  half  dime  with  some  degree  of  care,  I  can  find  in  it  nothing  to 
indicate  that  it  was  intended  simply  for  a  trial  piece.”

The  circumstances  of  striking  an  early  Proof  such  as  this  went  unrecorded  by 
the  mint,  but  it  was  no  doubt  struck  for  inclusion  in  a  Proof  set  of  the  year. 
The  1831  is  particularly  significant  as  it  is  the  first  year  of  the  type.  This 
design  is  characterized  by  having  a  smaller  diameter  than  preceding  and  is  the 
wurk  ol  William  Kneass;  different  styling  of  the  dentils  and  other  features  are 
Kneass's  hallmark,  and  the  lack  of  the  motto  E  Pl.URIBUS  UNUM  on  the 
reverse  was  forced  on  the  engraver  because  of  the  reduced  size.

Coins  are  often  referred  to  by  their  design,  not  their  creator.  The  Mercury 
dime,  the  Kennedy  half  dollar,  the  Washington  quarter,  the  Lincoln  cent  and 
almost  all  other  coins  give  no  clues,  except  for  initials  hidden  somewhere  on 
the  device,  to  the  designer's  identity.  So  when  new  collectors  hear  about  “Bar¬ 
ber  Coinage"  for  the  first  time,  they  must  bring  tonsorial  imagery  to  mind. 
Only  four  U.S.  coin  designs  are  known  by  their  designer’s  names.  Christian 
( iobrecht  and  George  T  Morgan  are  famous  for  their  silver  dollars.  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens,  the  famous  sculptor,  designed  the  magnificent  20th  Century 
twenty  dollar  gold  coin.  Charles  Barber,  however,  achieved  similar  fame  due 
more  to  the  controversies  of  his  office  than  for  the  beauty  of  his  designs.  Bar¬ 
ber  quarters  were  struck  every  year  from  1892  to  1916,  while  Proofs  encom¬ 
passed  these  same  dates  except  for  1916.  (#5696)

Collectors  often  stored  thei 
coins  in  the  slide-albums  of  the  day,  injuring  a  fair  number  of  mint  state  spec 
imens.

An  utterly  superb  gem  displaying  golden  brown  patina  over  sleek,  satiny  mint 
frost,  the  design  of  1838  is  also  notable  for  the  first  branch-mint  half  dollars, 
20  proofs  dated  1838  with  mintmark  O  above  the  date.  All  Philadelphia 
Mint  issues  of  the  period,  of  which  this  is  among  the  most  fabulous  ever 
offered,  were  struck  bearing  no  mintmark  of  origin.  Attention  must  be 
drawn  to  the  two  varieties  of  reverse  used  in  1838.  The  first  or  Type  1  has 
large  heavy  letters  close  to  the  border,  and  the  eagle  that  of  1838  with  spread 
talons,  large  shield  about  touching  arrow  feathers,  three  arrow  butts,  large 
area  of  arrow  feather  below  stem,  and  only  one  berry  above  H  of  HALF.  Type 
2  (which  occurs  only  in  1839)  has  medium  size  narrower  letters  far  from  the 
border  and  the  eagle  is  nearest  to  that  regularly  found  with  Seated  Liberty 
obverses  later  in  the  year:  closed  talons,  small  shield  distant  from  arrow  feath¬ 
ers,  and  only  two  arrow  butts.  The  coin  offered  in  this  lot  is  a  memorable 
one.

By  1852  most  of  the  silver  coins  had  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  and 
were  in  fact  worth  more  than  face  value,  the  cause  of  the  withdrawal.  The  sit¬ 
uation  was  so  bad  that  silver  coins  could  actually  be  taken  from  circulation 
and  melted  for  a  good  profit.  Therefore,  little  silver  was  brought  to  the  mints 
for  coinage,  and  that  which  was  soon  departed  American  shores.  Congress 
did  the  right  thing  under  a  flawed  bimetallic  standard  by  reducing  the 
required  amount  of  silver  for  half  dimes  through  hall  dollars  (the  silver  dol¬ 
lar  for  some  reason  was  left  out  of  this  adjustment,  as  few  were  coined  any¬ 
way  at  that  time).  To  identify  these  new  lighter  weight  coins,  the  Mint  added 
arrows  at  the  date  and  rays  around  the  eagle.  These  arrows  and  rays  were 
appended  so  the  new  coins  wouldn’t  join  the  older  ones  in  the  melting  pot. 
The  weight  reduction  (a.k.a.  "debasement”)  had  the  desired  effect:  the  short¬ 
age  of  small  silver  coins  in  circulation  disappeared,  issues  were  now  plentiful 
(for  8  years  —  and  then  came  the  onslaught  of  Civil  War,  but  that,  as  they 
say,  is  another  story).  (#6275)
